CHAMBERS HEAR ADDRESS BY 
EXPONENT OF WORLD DEMOCRACY 


J. Stitt Wilson, one of the strongest 
speakers in California for democracy 
and patriotism, was the principal speak­ 
er before the assembled men of the As­ 
sociated Chambers of Commerce, San 
Gabriel valley, on Tuesday night in the 
grammar school auditorium, San Dinias. 
There were over 200 men present from 
seventeen towns and cities of this por­ 
tion of the county, and large numbers 
being in attendance from Covina, Pu- 
ente, Baldwin Park, and from this par­ 
ticular section of the valley. 


The ladies of the French war relief 
society of San Dinias served the ban­ 
quet, a feature of which 
were the 
glasses of Crawford's orange marma­ 
lade, made in Anaheim, anil which is to 
be also made in a factory now being 
erected in San Dimas. Besides music 
by a local orchestra there were some 
splendid vocal numbers by Miss Harriet 
Passmore, a San Dimas singer who has 
been singing quite a good deal of late 
at the army cantonements. She sang 
several patriotic numbers, and aroused 
great enthusiasm with a fine rendition 
of the French national anthem. 


The audience wes well pleased with 
the snappy, offhand 
talk 
given by 
Lieutenant Kimmel, an American who 
was a member of the French hospital 
corps on the Verdun front over a period 
of two years, going into the service 
prior to the declaration of war by the 
United States. He told intimate inci­ 
dents of the care of the wounded and 
of conditions in general on the French 
front. 


J. Stitt Wilson, who has been making 
patriotic addresses over the state for 
some months, aroused the audience to 
the 
highest 
pitch 
of 
enthusiasm 
through his remarkable oratory. 
He 
said that the principles of democracy 
were first definitely uttered by Jesus 
Christ, and that men of 
Christ-like 
minds had been rising to places of 
prominance at intervals in the world's 
history since Christ's time, to carry on 
the inevitable democratization of the 
world. 
He mentioned the fathers of 
the American independence as a part 
of this scheme, and of the preservation 
of the Union through the leadership of 
Lincoln as another crucial and impor- 
tant^epoch in democracy, and of the 
fact that this titantic struggle is the 
beginning of, a real democracy, when na­ 
tions shall no longer bound themselves 
by imaginary lines, but will establish 
a world of peoples with, one aim, with 
nationalities less to be considered than 
the rights of man. He said that the 
United States was not so much a 
nation as a great principle. Particular­ 
ly he urged that in all war meetings held 
in the valley, the young people—the 
high school children and the ones who 
are to make up the rank and file of the 
coming generation be educated in the 
great principles that underly the rea­ 
sons why the allies are fighting against 
autocracy. 


MEETING AT POMONA. 


Dr. Parker, member of the faculty of 
Pomona college, who was sent by the 
chambers of commerce to investigate 
the( extent of war preparation made by 
the United States throughout the east, 


and who spent thirty days at the var­ 
ious points on the Atlantic coast and 
at Washington, made the announcement 
that he will deliver the last of a series 
of addresses on this subject in the 
Greek theatre in Gancsha park, Po­ 
mona, at 7:30 o'clock Tuesday even­ 
ing. Everyone is invited. 


ELECTION COMING. 


President C. A. Griffith of Azusa, who 
has been the very able presiding officer 
of the Associated Chambers through the 
past year, announced that the next 
meeting, which is a meeting ,of the 
board of directors, will be for the pur­ 
pose of choosing officers for the coming 
year. 
With a very clever handling of 
the meetings of the past year, there is 
a strong feeling from the men of the 
valley that Mr. Griffith should be in­ 
duced to preside again during the com­ 
ing year, in order that the chambers 
mny arrange aa efficient war program, 
and be a vital factor in the war busi­ 
ness that confronts the valley.
